A Reckless Villnin Marvies Two \Women
ol them Commbte Suaicide,

“There has been some excitemont for the past
week in Darby and vielnity over a case of bigi
my and an attempred suicide, Jwmes Dongh-
erty, residing in the borough, on the l of July
lnst, married o young woman in the employ o
a Mr. Pusey. Bome three or four weeks after
thelr marriage, Dougherty induced his wite to
glve bim some 500 on the pretext of buying a
home for thom in Kingsessing, A few days after
he succecded in getting the money, Dougherty
cloped with a woman from Darby, went to New
Uastle, Dol and was there moarried (o womam
No. 2. Other parties from the vicinity of Durby
were married at the same thoe and by the sar
priest—these returned, told of the warelage,
kept thelr own connsel for a time o< to the
whereabouts of Dougherty nnd his wile,  The
legal wife, left in Darby, had resided thers for
many vears, and had alwiys borne an excellent
charncter,  She was indostrious and frogal: and
the prolit of ¢loven years' work as o domestl
wis 2600, out of nearly all of which she was
awindled by Dooghoerty, She soon lenrned of
the gecond marriage, and on Sunday morning ot
last weck took a quantity of corrosive subilinute
with o view to end all her tronbles,  The dose
wis o large too operate with fatal spead, bat
first inflamed and then produced mortification of
the stomach, and from this, at last acconnts, she
was slowly dying—the physician decming the
vase entirely hopeless.,

“Dougherty had taken wife No. 2 to Boston,
and was there living upon the moeney obtained
from wife No. 1. The authoritics of Darby, (e-
termined to bring him to punigbhment, mude
every exertion to uscertain  his wherenbouts; n
this endeavor they were alded by Rev. Futher
('Neill, who soon discovered the city, the street,
and the room in which the partics were living.
The Burgess of Darby started to Boston | on
Wednesday last for the purpose of effecting the
arrest and bringing bis prisoper here. It is
thought, however, that he will have to be de
livered to the authorities of Delaware, where
the erimae of bigamy was committed, The vil-
lninons deception he used to swindle his first
wife out of her hard earnings has no remedy
inlaw.”
